Anatematizarea falselor credinte despre dogmele purcederii Duhului 
Sfänt, ale Sf. Euharistii, azimei, a judecätii, purgatoriului, a papei eretic, 
pascaliei si a inventaril noului calendar. 

Cätre tofi adevärafii fii cre§tini ai Sfintei Catolice §i Apostolice Biserici a lui 
Hristos de la räsärit de Trigovyst §i in toate pärlile, harul, pacea §i mila de la 
Atotputernicul Dumnezeu. 

Nu micä a fost tulburarea celor de pe Arca din vechime, cänd, inväluitä de 
furtunä, a fost luatä de ape; §i, dacä Domnul Dumnezeu aducändu-§i aminte de Noe n- 
ar fi potolit apele cu buna Sa voire, n-ar fi fost nici o nädejde de mäntuire pentru ei. 
Asemenea este cu nõua arcä a Bisericii noastre, ereticii au ridicat un räzboi färä de 
odihnä asupra noasträ, drept pentru care noi am socotit de cuviin^ä sä alcätuim acest 
tomos impotriva lor cätre voi, astfel incät sä fifi in stare sä vä apärafi ortodoxia cu mai 
multä siguranfä. Dar pentru ca acest document sä nu fie de neinteles pentru cei simpli, 
am hotärät ca sä expunem problema in cuvinte lesne de meeles, dupä cum urmeazä: 

Din vechea Romä au sosit anumite persoane care au inväfat acolo sä gändeascä 
precum latinii; §i mai räu decät aceasta este faptul cä fiind la inceput bizantini (adicä 
greci) näscufi §i crescufi in pärlile noastre, nu numai cä §i-au schimbat credin^a, ci se 
luptä §i impotriva ortodoxiei §i adeväratelor dogme ale Bisericii Räsäritului pe care 
Insu§i Hristos §i dumnezeie§tii Apostoli §i Sfintele Sinoade ni le-au predanisit. Drept 
pentru care, lepädändu-i ca pe ni§te mädulare putrede, poruncim: 

I) Oricine nu va märturisi cu inima §i cu buzele cä este fiu ai Bisericii Räsäritului 
botezat in chip ortodox, §i cä Sfäntul Duh purcede numai de la Tatäl, in fire §i ipostas, 
a§a cum spune Hristos in Evanghelie, de§i este trimis in timp de la Tatäl §i de la Fiul, 
unul ca acesta sä fie afurisit din Bisericä §i anatema. 

II) Oricine nu märturise§te cä in Taina Sfintei Euharistii mirenii trebuie sä se 
cuminece cu Preacuratul Trup §i Sänge, ci spune cä este de ajuns sä prime§ti numai 
Trupul, pentru cä acolo este §i Sängele, de§i Hristos a vorbit §i le-a dat pe fiecare 
deosebi, ceea ee ei nu respectä, unul ca acesta sä fie anatema.

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III) Oricine spune cä Domnul nostru Iisus Hristos la Cina cea de Tainä a folosit 
päine nedospitä (azimä) dupä cum fac jidovii §i nu päine dospitä (artos), sä fie 
indepärtat (afurisit) de la noi §i sub anatemä ca unul care crede ca un jidov §i introduce 
inväfäturile lui Apolinarie §i ale armenilor in Biserica noasträ, pentru care sä fie 
incäodatä anatema. 

IV) Oricine spune cä, atunci cänd Hristos §i Dumnezeul nostru va veni la judecatä 
nu va veni sä judece sufletele impreunä cu trupurile, ci va veni sä hotärascä doar asupra 
trupurilor, sä fie anatema. 

V) Oricine zice cä atunci cänd mor sufletele cre§tinilor care s-au pocäit in via^a 
aceasta, dar nu §i-a fäcut canonul, merg in purgatoriu, care este un basm elinesc, acolo 
unde vor fi curäfifi prin foc §i chinuri, §i cei care cred cä nu existä chinuri ve§nice, dupä 
cum a zis Origen, §i fac prin aceasta pricinä de a päcätui slobod, unul ca acesta sä fie 
anatema. 

VI) Oricine spune cä papa este capul Bisericii §i nu Hristos, §i cä ei are autoritatea 
de a primi in rari cu scrisorile sale, §i de a ierta oricäte päcate, ca §i acela care prime§te 
in schimbul banilor indulgen^e de la ei, unul ca acesta sä fie anatema. 

VII) Oricine nu urmeazä obiceiurile Bisericii pe care le-au hotärät eele 7 Sfinte 
Sinoade Ecumenice §i Sfintele Pa§ti §i calendarul pe care ni le-au bine predanisit ca noi 
sä le urmäm, ci vrea sä urmeze nõua pascalie inventatä (metoda de a stabili data 
Pa§telui) §i nõul calendar ai astronomilor atei ai papii §i impotrivindu-se dore§te sä 
schimbe §i sä strice inväfätura §i obiceiurile Bisericii pe care le-am mo§tenit de la 
Pärinläi no§tri, unul ca acesta sä fie anatema §i sä fie afurisit din Bisericä §i din 
adunarea credincio§ilor. 

VIII) Indemnäm pe tofi evlavio§ii cre§tini ortodoc§i: rämänep in eele ee afi 
inväfat §i in care afi fost näscufi §i crescufi, iar atunci cänd va veni vremea §i 
imprejurärile o vor cere, sä vä dafi chiar sängele, atät pentru a päzi credin^a pe care ne- 
au dat-o Pärintii, §i sä vä pnep märturisirea. Feriti-vä de astfel de oameni §i 
privegheap, ca Domnul nostru Iisus Hristos sä vä ajute. Fie ca binecuväntarea 
smereniei noastre sä fie cu voi tofi. Amin.

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The Sigillion of the Council in Constantinople in 1583 

Anathematizing false beliefs about the Dogma of the Procession of the Holy 
Spirit, Holy Communion, unleavened bread, the judgment, Purgatory, the 
heretical Pope, the Paschalia, and the New Calendar Innovation. 

To all the genuine Christian children of the Holy, Catholic, and Apostolic Church of 
Christ of the East in Trigovyst and in all places, be grace and peace and mercy from 
Almighty God. 

Not a little distress took possession of that Ark of oid, when, storm-tossed, it was borne 
upon the waters; and if the Lord God, remembering Noe, had not in His good will 
calmed the water, there would have been no hope of salvation in it. In a like manner 
with the new Ark of our Church, the heretics have raised up a relentless war against us, 
and we have deemed it well to leave behind the present torne against them so that with 
the things written in it you may be able more surely to defend your Orthodoxy. But in 
order that the document may not be burdensome to simpler people, we have decided to 
set forth the entire subject to you in simple speech as follows: 

From oid Rome have come certain persons who learned there to think like Latins; and 
the bad thing is that from being Byzantines (that is, Greeks) born and bred in our own 
parts, they not only have changed their faith, but they also battle the Orthodox and true 
dogmas of the Eastern church which Christ Himself delivered to us. Whereupon, häving 
cut them off as rotten members, we order: 

1) Whosoever does not confess with heart and mouth that he is a child of the Eastern 
Church baptized in an Orthodox manner, and that the Holy Spirit proceeds only from 
the father, essentially and hypostatically, as Christ says in the Gospel, although He 
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proceeds from Father and Son in time, let such a one be out of our Church and let him 
be anathematized. 

II) Whosoever does not confess that in the Mystery of Holy communion laymen should 
commune from two kinds, both of the precious Body and Blood, but says that it is 
enough to receive only the Body, for the Blood is also there, even though Christ has 
spoken and has given each one separately, and they do not keep it, let such be 
anathematized. 

III) Whosoever says that our Lord Jesus Christ at the Mystical Last Supper used 
unleavened bread as do the Hebrews and not leavened bread, that is, raised bread, let 
him be far from us and under the anathema as one who thinks like a Jew and as one 
who introduces the doctrines of Appolinarios and of the Armenians into our Church, on 
which account let him be anathematized a second time. 

IV) Whosoever says that when our Christ and God comes to judge He does not come to 
judge the souls together with the bodies, but comes in order to decide only for the body, 
anathema to him. 

V) Whosoever says that when they die the souls of the Christians who repented in this 
life but did not do their penance go to Purgatory - which is a Greek myth - where fire 
and torment purify them, and they think that there is no eternal torment, as did Origen, 
and give cause by this to sin freely, let such a one have the anathema. 

VI) Whosoever says that the Pope is head of the Church and not Christ, and that he has 
authority to admit into Paradise with his letters, and can forgive as many sins as will be 
committed by one who with money received an indulgence from him, let such a one 
have the anathema. 

VII) Whosoever does not follow the customs of the Church which the seven Holy 
Ecumenical Councils have decreed, and the Holy Pascha and calendar which they 
enacted well for us to follow, but wants to follow the newly-invented Paschalion 
[method of fixing the date of Pascha] and the new calendar of the atheist astronomers 
of the Pope; and opposing them, wishes to overthrow and destroy the doctrines and 
customs of the Church which we have inherited from our Fathers, let any such have the 
anathema and let him be outside of the Church and the Assembly of the Faithful. 

VIII) We exhort all pious and Orthodox Christians: remain in those things which you 
learned and in which you were born and bred, and when the times and circumstances 
call for it, shed your very blood in order both to keep the Faith given us by our Fathers 
and to keep your confession. Beware of such people and take care, that our Lord Jesus 
Christ help you. May the blessing of our humility be with you all. Amen.
